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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submits  the  Annual 
Report  to  the  Citizens  of  Middleton  for  the  fiscal  year 
July  1,  1975  to  June  30,  1976. 

The  passage  of  Article  10  at  the  May  13th  1975  Town 
.Meeting  authorized  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  petition  the 
General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  to  amend  Chapter 
190  of  the  Acts  of  1972  as  amended  by  Chapter  517  of 
the  Acts  of  1972  by  changing  the  bonding  requirements 
in  order  that  Ferncroft  Village  may  tie  in  with  the  South 
Essex  Sewerage  District. 

After  many  meetings  with  Town  Counsel,  First  Mortgage 
Investors,  South  Essex  Sewerage  Board,  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen entered  into  an  agreement  with  First  Mortgage 
Investors,  owners  of  Ferncroft  Tower  Condominium  result- 
ing in  the  following: 

1 .  Receipt  of  a  certified  check  payable  to  the  Town 
of  Middleton  in  the  amount  of  $100,000  in  pay- 
ment of  the  fee  provided  in  Section  3  of  Chapter 
823  of  the  Acts  of  1975.  This  fee  was  paid  at  the 
time  of  connection  of  the  sewer  serving  Ferncroft 
Tower  and  is  to  be  used  to  cover  any  expenses 
associated  with  the  administration  of  the  sewer 
assessments. 

2.  Receipt  of  certified  check  payable  to  the  Town 
of  Middleton  in  the  amount  of  $6,000  to  reim- 
burse the  Town  for  the  assessment,  in  that  amount, 
by  the  South  Essex  Sewerage  District  as  a  charge 
for  administrative,  legal  and  engineering  costs  sus- 
tained by  the  District  to  July  30,  1976. 

3.  The  $106,000  received  from  First  Mortgage  Invest- 
ors is  presently  invested  in  Arlington  Trust  Com- 
pany Ninety  day  Certificate  of  Deposit  Account 
drawing  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%%.  To  date,  the 
money  has  earned  $1,015.83  dollars  for  the  Town 
for  the  first  sixty  days.  Money  in  this  amount, 
$107,015.83,  was  reinvested  at  5-3/8%  for  sixty 
days. 

RUBCHINUK  DUMP  FIRE 

The  fire  started  on  the  morning  of  November  21,  1975, 
The  Middleton  Fire  Department  responded  and  Chief  Nash 
informed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  he  did  not  have  the 
money  or  manpower  to  put  the  fire  out.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen,  therefore,  declared  an  air  pollution  incident 
emergency;  and  in  so  doing,  the  Town  received  help  from 
the  Mass.  National  Guard  plus  civil  defense  equipment.  Mr. 
Rubchinuk  provided  and  used  pumps  and  bulldozers  in  an 
effort  to  contain  and  extinguish  the  fire.  After  much  wear 
and  tear  of  men  and  equipment,  the  air  pollution  emergency 
was  rescinded  on  January  9,  1976.  The  extra  cost  of  fifty- 
one  days  of  fighting  the  fire  was  $15,005.17.  Of  that 
amount,  $5,030.16  was  paid  directly  to  the  vendors  and 
suppliers  by  the  State.  The  labor  cost  of  $5,901.52  was 
absorbed  by  the  Town.  The  additional  expenses  of  $4,073 
were  paid  by  the  Town  and  the  State  in  respective  amounts 
of  $2,784.11  and  $1,289.38. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  recognizes  the  hard  work  put 
into  fighting  the  Rubchinuk  dump  fire  by  the  Middleton 
Fire  Department,  Civil  Defense  Director  Frank  Karayianes, 


Major  Encarnacas  and  the  Massachusetts  National  Guard, 
along  with  the  Middleton  Ceta  employees,  Milton  and  Ron- 
ald Pollock  and  crew,  Joseph  Cassano,  Environmental  En- 
gineering, Commissioner  David  Stanley  and  Assistant  Com- 
missioner Paul  Anderson,  who  was  extremely  helpful  in 
obtaining  reimbursement  for  the  Town. 

CONTRACTS 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  negotiated  with  the  Perma- 
nent Fire  Fighters  Association  and  has  signed  their  first 
contract.  This  contract  is  in  addition  to  the  contract  pre- 
viously signed  with  the  Police  Benevolent  Association. 
Listed  below  are  some  of  the  features  of  both  the  Police 
and  Fire  contracts  that  are  currently  in  effect:

This  is  the 
place  where  your  taxes  are  determined;  this  is  what  Town 
Government  is  all  about!  This  is  where  we  need  your 
help  —  your  help  is  by  just  being  there. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  truly  appreciates  all  the  time 
and  effort  people  in  Town  Government  —  part-time  and 
full-time  —  put  in  to  make  Middleton  a  pleasant  place  to 
live. 


PERSONNEL  BOARD 


The  Middleton  Personnel  Board  respectfully  submits  its 
report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1976. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  with  the  Selectmen,  Finance 
Committee  and  all  department  heads  and  employee  groups 
in  order  to  review  upcoming  personnel  requirements. 

This  year  has  been  a  very  frustrating  one  for  the  Per- 
sonnel Board.  Troubles  have  been  experienced  with  the 
interpretation  of  the  first  contract  with  the  Middleton 
Police  Benevolent  Association  which  was  negotiated  by  this 
board.  The  Personnel  Board  was  excluded  from  negotiations 
with  the  newly  formed  Middleton  Permanent  Firefighters 
Union.  Meaningful  discussion  with  Department  of  Public 
Works  personnel  was  attempted  on  two  occasions  but  was 
not  fruitful  because  of  the  intended  formation  of  a  new 
Town  Employees  Union,  the  status  of  which  is  still  un- 
known at  this  time. 

Commencing  in  early  December,  six  negotiating  sessions 
were  held  with  the  Middleton  Police  Benevolent  Association 
whose  first  contract  negotiated  by  this  board  expires  June 
30,  1976.  These  negotiations  led  to  many  points  of  mutual 
agreement;  however,  no  total  package  agreement  was 
reached.  The  Personnel  Board  made  its  final  offer  package 
which  we  believe  was  an  extremely  generous  one.  It  was 
rejected  by  the  union.  By  mutual  agreement,  the  parties 
filed  for  determination  of  impasse.  A  state  mediator  ap- 
peared for  one  session  in  which  it  was  agreed  by  the  two 
parties  that  we  would  work  together  to  effect  a  compro- 
mise. The  Personnel  Board  looks  forward  to  reconvening 
these  sessions. 

With  great  deliberation  with  respect  to  the  merits  of  the 
employees'  needs  and  requests  and  the  ability  of  the  Town's 
citizens  to  pay,  this  board  submitted  its  wage  recommen- 
dations to  the  town  meeting  body.  We  thank  the  town  for 


considering  and  accepting  the  majority  of  our  recommen- 
dations. 

In  a  few  cases  our  recommendations  were  rejected  in 
favor  of  amendments  made  by  the  Finance  Committee  — 
amendments  made  in  an  uncompromising  manner  —  which 
when  they  are  successful,  we  feel,  erode  the  credibility  of 
the  Personnel  Board  in  its  dealings  with  Town  Employees. 
In  such  situations  it  is  understandable  that  employees  lose 
faith  in  our  rather  tenuous  recommendation  and  select  the 
collective  bargaining/binding  arbitration  route  where  avail- 
able. 

As  the  new  fiscal  year  begins  we  find  that  we  must  once 
again  edit  out  sections  of  our  Consolidated  Personnel  Plan. 
Sections  pertaining  to  permanent  firefighters  who  are  now 
covered  by  contract,  much  as  we  deleted  sections  in  1975 
pertaining  to  police  officers.  Similar  deletions  loom  possible 
for  Public  Works  and  other  employees.  Thus,  as  the  scope 
of  the  Personnel  Plan  dwindles,  we  find  that  this  board's 
total  function  becomes  rather  doubtful. 

We  may  have  to  redefine  the  role  of  the  Personnel  Board, 
which  may  vary  from  strictly  a  fact  finding  body  to  a  board 
which  actively  participates  in  the  bargaining  process.  We 
would  like  to  participate  in  as  active  a  role  as  possible  in 
the  coming  year. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of 
those  who  met  with  us  or  otherwise  assisted  us  during  the 
past  year.

HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Middleton  Housing  Authority  was  authorized  under 
Chapter  1213  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  acti- 
vated by  a  favorable  vote  of  the  Townspeople  at  Town 
Meeting.  The  purpose  of  the  Housing  Authority  is  to  pro- 
vide low  cost  housing  for  the  elderly  within  low  income 
parameters.  The  Orchard  Circle  Housing  completed  ninety- 
three  months  of  occupancy  through  June,  1976.  The  Au- 
thority encourages  local  elderly  residents  who  are  interested 
to  file  application.  We  are  receiving  more  requests  from 
people  living  outside  of  Town  than  from  those  living  in 
Middleton. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Leslie  E.  Merrifield,  an  Executive 
Director,  was  accepted  with  regrets  by  the  Authority  and 
took  effect  July  1,  1976.  Mr.  George  Miller  was  re-elected 
to  the  Authority  in  May,  1976.  On  August  3,  1976,  Mrs. 
Bcrnice  R.  Sherwood  was  appointed  by  the  State  as  the 


State  Member  of  the  Middleton  Housing  Authority  and  on 
August  10,  1976,  took  the  oath  of  office. 

The  Authority  wishes  to  thank  the  Fire,  Police  and  High- 
way Departments  for  their  kind  and  efficient  service  as  well 
as  the  Town  Officials,  Community  Services,  Golden  Age, 
Senior  Citizens  Association,  Middleton  Lions  Club  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commun- 
ity Affairs  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation.

FLINT  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  "Spirit  of  '76"  has  certainly  been  exemplified  at  the 
Flint  Public  Library  this  year. 

The  physical  dimensions  of  the  building  have  not  changed 
one  inch  since  1891.  However,  the  number  of  townspeople 
attending  the  Flint  is  now  averaging  1,500  per  month.  We 
must  be  doing  something  right! 

The  Bicentennial  prevailed  at  the  Flint  this  year.  The 
Flint  applied  and  received  a  grant  from  the  State  Bicen- 
tennial Commission  to  develop  a  Walking  Tour  of  Middle- 
ton  and  establish  the  Flint  as  the  Town  archival  center  for 
the  Bicentennial. 

A  Walking  Tour  of  Middleton  was  developed  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Middleton  Bicentennial  Commission.  Pam- 
phlet guides  of  the  Tour  are  available  at  the  Flint  for  all. 
Many  photos  of  Middleton  as  well  as  old  photographs  of 
Middleton  were  reproduced  and  are  now  available  at  Flint. 

A  joint  project  sponsored  by  the  Middleton  School  Sys- 
tem and  the  Flint  to  have  a  cassette-slide  production  of 
Middleton  is  nearly  completed. 

The  Flint  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  two  LSCA  Federal 
Grants  this  year  in  addition  to  the  above  Bicentennial  grant. 
Congressman  Michael  Harrington's  Office  has  been  very 
helpful  in  assisting  Middleton  in  the  two  grants. 

The  Federal  Enrichment  Grant  provided  funds  for  the 
Flint  to  purchase  equipment  including  a  much  needed  pro- 
jector, a  new  typewriter  and  two  public  documents  display 
cases.  The  grant  totalled  $1,870.00.  Whereas  the  annual 
Town  budget  for  Flint  has  never  exceeded  $2  50.00,  it  is 
obvious  how  beneficial  this  grant  is  to  the  Flint  and  to  the 
Town. 

A  second  LSCA  Federal  Grant,  administered  by  the  State 
Bureau  of  Library  Extension,  established  Middleton  as  one 
of  two  towns  in  Massachusetts  to  be  demonstration  models 
for  Learning  Center  Materials.  Over  $5,500.00  worth  of 
materials  were  deposited  at  the  Flint  for  a  year. 

Learning  Center  Materials  consist  of  books,  games,  puz- 
zles, toys,  etc.  which  help  students  with  different  learning 
difficulties.  The  subject  areas  included  at  Flint  are  Reading, 
Reading  or  Decoding  Comprehension,  Body  Development, 
Visual,  Language  Development,  Math  Audio,  Visual-Motor, 
Coordination  and  Professional  Books. 

The  Middle  School  System  was  very  cooperative  in  first 
assisting  the  Flint  to  qualify  for  this  grant  and  secondly  in 
setting  up  the  material  for  distribution.  One  of  the  stipula- 
tions in  the  grant  states  that  only  parents  or  teachers  may 
borrow  the  materials  for  children,  thus  involving  parents  in 
the  process. 

Two  coffees,  one  in  the  morning  and  one  in  the  evening 
were  scheduled  to  acquaint  the  Middleton  parents  with  the 
materials.  Over  100  families  in  Middleton  have  already 
taken  advantage  of  these  materials.  Mrs.  Georgia  Lewis  vol- 
unteered every  Tuesday  morning  all  summer  in  assisting 
parents  and  students  in  the  selection  of  materials.  Many 
thanks,  Georgia! 

Much  credit  for  the  success  at  the  Flint  goes  to  the  staff. 


Mrs.  Page  Campbell  has  run  several  successful  programs 
centered  around  the  history  of  Middleton.  The  programs 
included  several  walking  tours,  a  bus  tour,  and  a  fourteen 
week  discussion  group.  Mrs.  Campbell  is  our  resident  archi- 
vist and  the  Flint  is  fortunate  in  having  her  on  the  staff. 

Mrs.  Edith  Wennerberg  serves  the  Flint  well  in  two  capac- 
ities: Acquisition  Librarian  and  Audio-Visual  Specialist. 
Her  ability  and  effort  are  apparent  to  all  patrons  of  the 
Flint  who  now  may  borrow  records,  filmstrips,  films,  and 
cassettes.  A  projector  and  screen  are  also  available  for  loan 
for  groups  from  Middleton. 

Mrs.  Rosemary  Malone  is  the  Reference  Librarian.  It  is 
her  responsibility  to  see  that  patrons  have  ready  access  to 
answers  for  the  many  questions  asked  daily  at  the  Flint. 
Mrs.  Malone  has  expanded  reference  services  at  the  Library 
to  include  needed  documents  from  both  the  Government 
Printing  Office  and  the  State  Book  Store. 

Mrs.  Patricia  Kelley  is  our  Children's  Librarian.  Services 
for  children  at  Flint  range  from  the  ever-popular  story  hours 
for  the  pre-schoolers  to  the  Bicentennial  Book  Worm  Club 
for  older  children.  Mrs.  Kelley  has  also  been  responsible  for 
overseeing  the  Learning  Center  at  Flint. 

Mrs.  Kay  Fairbanks  is  the  Special  Services  Librarian  at 
Flint.  Her  primary  responsibilities  include  directing  our 
Mini-Bookmobile  which,  upon  request,  goes  to  the  homes  of 
shut-ins  and  elderly  in  Middleton  to  loan  books,  records, 
puzzles,  magazines,  cassettes  and  newspapers.  Mrs.  Fair- 
banks oversees  the  selection  of  large  print  books  and  papers. 
One  new  program  offered  at  Flint  this  year  is  large  print 
crossword  puzzles. 

Our  Teenage  Pages  at  Flint  are  Donna  Murphy,  Sonja 
Nathan  and  Debbie  Murphy.  A  day  without  our  pages  is 
like  a  day  without  sunshine!  Their  energy  and  willingness 
to  assist  the  staff  in  all  duties  is  much  appreciated  by  all. 
Donna  Murphy  graduated  from  Masconomet  this  June  and 
is  off  to  Northeastern  University.   All  best  wishes,  Donna! 

And  last  but  not  least,  is  Mrs.  Shirley  Raynard,  our  Town 
Librarian,  whose  job  it  is  to  pull  all  the  programs  and  people 
together  and  keep  the  Flint  running  smooth.  A  few  of  the 
specific  duties  she  performs  include  keeping  the  Flint  open 
and  running  smooth  for  at  least  fifty  hours  per  week,  main- 
taining the  Flint  in  good  physical  repair,  overseeing  all  the 
selection  of  materials  purchased  and  used  in  the  Library, 
obtaining  any  and  all  financial  assistance  possible  from  out- 
side sources,  cooperating  with  all  other  departments  and 
agencies  in  Town,  and  last  but  not  least  -  staying  within 
the  budget! 

Last  year  at  this  time,  reactivation  of  the  Friends  of  the 
Flint  was  little  more  than  a  hope.  We  are  proud  to  say  the 
Friends  have  become  a  reality  and  have  given  a  transfusion 
of  spirit  to  the  Flint  in  '76. 

The  Friends'  ultimate  goal  is  to  develop  a  Community 
Room  in  the  basement  of  the  Flint  for  use  as  a  Children's 
Room,  a  Drop-in  Center  for  the  elderly  and  a  meeting  area 
to  be  used  by  all  civic  groups  in  Town.  The  Friends  activ- 
ities are  so  numerous  we  must  cite  but  a  few.  The  Friends 
have  taken  the  responsibility  for  hosting  several  receptions, 
sponsoring  programs  for  both  children  and  adults,  having  a 
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lawn  sale  and  even  totally  redecorating  one-third  of  the  Li- 
brary at  no  cost  to  the  Taxpayers  of  Middleton.  The 
Friends  energies  are  exceeded  only  by  their  interest  in  the 
Flint.  All  residents  of  Middleton  are  urged  to  be  a  Friend  of 
the  Flint.  Individual  membership  is  $1.00  per  person,  $3.00 
per  family,  and  $10.00  to  be  a  "best  Friend".  Thanks  to 
all  of  you  from  all  of  us!

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  school  year,  1975  -  1976,  was  significant  because 
of  two  major  educational  improvements.  The  SCIS  Science 
program  was  introduced  and  a  series  of  workshops  for  the 
teachers  was  planned  and  completed  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  Rand  McNally  Corporation  and  Mr.  Richard  Cooper, 
Science  Consultant  to  that  firm.  This  experiential  approach 
marks  a  major  improvement  in  our  science  teaching  meth- 
ods and  provides  us  with  a  complete  unified  science 
program  from  Kindergarten  through  Grade  Six.  The  pro- 
gram has  two  major  components:  a  Physical  Science  seg- 
ment which  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  a 
Life  Science  component  which  was  programmed  into  the 
latter  half  of  the  school  year.  We  scheduled  these  compo- 
nents in  that  fashion  to  take  advantage  of  the  abundant 
and  readily  available  materials  in  their  natural  surroundings 
in  the  community.  This  provided  a  better  relationship  and 
understanding  about  what  happens  generally  in  nature.  We 
•are  anticipating  that  our  second  year  of  the  program  will  be 
easier  for  the  staff  and  better  for  the  children  since  we 
already  experienced  the  difficulties  of  the  timing  live  spec- 
imens to  arrive  at  certain  times.  Many  of  the  staff  have 
indicated  a  desire  to  take  educational  outside  course  work 
which  would  enhance  their  background  of  this  experienced 
approach  to  the  teaching  of  science. 

Our  Special  Education  program  continued  to  be  well  re- 
fined and  improved.  With  the  appointment  of  Sharon 
Kamen  as  Administrator  of  Special  Education  for  the  Mas- 
conomet  Regional  Special  Education  Collaborative,  we 
were  able  to  have  the  expertise  of  a  person  in  this  field. 
The  major  benefit  to  our  participation  in  the  Collabora- 
tive at  this  time,  financially,  is  having  the  service  of  some- 
one with  knowledge  of  special  education  techniques  avail- 
able to  us,  with  a  cost  shared  by  three  other  school 
districts.  It  would  be  impossible  for  Middleton  alone  to 
entertain  the  appointment  of  such  a  position  because  of 
our  limited  size.  The  Special  Education  program  continues 
to  adapt  to  the  children  we  are  intending  to  serve.  This 
year  Sharon  Silverman,  a  tutor,  was  used  exclusively  at  the 


Fuller  Meadow.  Georgia  Lewis  and  an  Aide  serviced  chil- 
dren at  the  Howe-Manning  School  exclusively.  This  arrange- 
ment allowed  for  a  responsibility  directly  to  the  Admin- 
istrative Assistants  and  the  Administrator  of  Special  Educa- 
tion to  be  clearly  defined.  As  the  year  drew  to  a  close  and  I 
developed  the  State  Report,  it  became  evident  I  must  be 
recommending  to  the  School  Committee  additional  infor- 
mation for  the  improved  delivery  of  services,  particularly 
at  the  Howe-Manning  School,  in  a  more  cost-effective  man- 
ner. More  information  will  be  supplied  to  the  School  com- 
mittee as  we  develop  a  budget  for  Fiscal  1978. 

Recognizing  the  declining  enrollment  I  felt  it  necessary 
to  present  to  the  School  Committee  a  long  range  plan  for 
the  reduction  in  force  of  our  staff.  Having  presented  this 
plan  for  reducing  staff  size  and  having  entered  phase  one, 
we  will  be  watching  enrollments  very  closely  in  the  next 
year  and,  indeed  from  now  on,  to  be  sure  that  our  staff 
requirements  are  carefully  tailored  to  the  population  of  our 
student  body.  Difficult  as  it  may  be  at  times,  it  is  the  posi- 
tion which  I  must  take.  When  our  student  body  declines, 
the  staff  must  be  reduced  proportionately;  as  the  enroll- 
ment increases,  it  is  my  obligation  to  request  an  increase  in 
staff  size  accordingly. 

During  the  school  year,  considerable  time  was  spent 
developing  our  compliance  procedures  for  Title  IX  and 
Chapter  622.  Title  IX  is  aimed  at  eliminating  discrimina- 
tion in  sex  bias  in  employment  practices;  Chapter  622  has 
the  elimination  of  sex  bias  in  curriculum  and  program  mat- 
ters for  students.  The  Middleton  Public  Schools  are  an 
equal  opportunity  employer.  We  make  evry  effort  to 
insure  that  we  do  not  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  sex  in 
either  our  hiring  practices  or  our  curriculum  programs.  At 
the  present  time,  our  positions  under  stipend  below  the 
Superintendent  include  three  female  employees  and  two 
male.  The  elimination  of  stereo-typing  and  the  promotion 
of  reasonable  role  models  are  strong  elements  of  these  legis- 
lative enactments 
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In  the  middle  of  the  school  year  the  State  Department 
of  Education  mandated  a  breakfast  program  in  schools  with 
certain  student  body  characteristics;  i.e.,  numbers  of  chil- 
dren economically  in  need  of  some  assistance.  In  Middle- 
ton  the  Howe-Manning  School  fell  into  this  category.  Fol- 
lowing the  requirement  of  this  Statute,  we  surveyed  to  find 
what  would  be  the  actual  participation.  With  this  informa- 
tion, I  recommended  to  the  School  Committee  that  you 
table  the  action  because  there  seemed  to  be  sufficient  pub- 
lic distaste  statewide  among  school  personnel  and,  indeed, 
the  financial  managers  of  our  various  cities  and  towns.  The 
subject  is  not  closed.  The  State  Board  of  Education  re- 
scinded its  mandate  temporarily  and  have  required  that  we 
provide  additional  data  on  what  the  cost  per  breakfast 
might  be.  For  us  the  cost  would  be  mammoth  because  our 
bussing  program  is  tied  into  use  of  the  Masconomet  busses 
in  a  very  compatible  arrangement.  This  arrangement  of 
busses  with  Masconomet  represents  a  saving  for  the  Middle- 
ton  Elementary  Schools  close  to  $30,000.  annually.  Recog- 
nizing the  need  for  this  kind  of  fiscal  responsibility,  our 
daily  schedule  is  tightly  tailored  to  fit  the  time  available 
and  entering  into  new  programs  mandated  at  the  state  lev- 
el, this  would  cause  serious  financial  burden  to  the  commu- 
nity. For  this  reason,  I  will  urge  the  School  Committee  to 
appeal,  if  necessary,  any  mandated  breakfast  program. 

During  this  past  year  Mrs.  Faye  Webber  retired  and  Mrs. 
Carol  Dunfey  resigned  to  take  another  job  opportunity.  We 
wish  both  of  them  the  best.  Sandra  Meier  will  be  out  for  a 
leave  of  absence  for  one  year  and  has  re-located  in  the  Hart- 
ford area.  We  hope  that  she,  too,  will  enjoy  her  upcoming 
year.  Henrietta  Giannino,  our  Physical  Education  teacher, 
resigned  at  the  conclusion  of  a  year's  leave  of  absence.  We 
wish  her  many  years  of  good  health  and  enjoyable  retire- 
ment. 

In  the  past  I  have  specifically  thanked  Robert  Murphy, 
Town  Accountant,  for  his  close  cooperation  with  the  staff 
and  with  me  personally.  Our  experience  has  been  one  of 
extreme  cooperation  and  understanding.  Our  accounts  are 
numerous  and  represent  a  large  volume  of  activity  for  his 
office.  The  accounting  for  federal  funds  and/or  programs  is 
difficult  and  it  would  be  an  understatement  to  say  that  the 
town  certainly  has  an  extremely  valuable  and  super-effi- 
cient person  accounting  for  the  town's  many  accounts.  I 
am  expressing  my  personal  appreciation  and  also  the  appre- 
ciation of  our  office  people  who  have  had  occasion  to  work 
with  Mr.  Murphy  so  many  times. 

There  are  so  many  people  who  have  devoted  so  much 
time  to  make  the  education  of  the  Middleton  children  bet- 
ter. Most  notably  among  these  are  the  cadre  "grandpar- 
ents" who  have  given  so  much  to  the  fourth  grade  children 
this  year.  The  articles  which  have  appeared  in  the  news- 
papers hardly  express  the  great  benefit  to  the  children  or 
the  appreciation  of  the  school  personnel.  In  this  report  we 
must  thank  this  wonderful  group  of  volunteers. 

To  the  School  Committee,  to  the  staff  and  supportive 
staff,  and  to  other  community  agencies  who  are  striving  to 
work  cooperatively  with  us  to  make  the  educational  pro- 
gram for  Middleton  elementary  students  better,  I  am  most 
appreciative.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


At  the  re-organizational  meeting,  Henry  F.  Mooney  was 
elected  Chairman  and  Sandra  O'Neil,  Secretary.  Chairman 
Mooney  appointed  Diane  Massios  Legislative  Liaison  and 
himself  Press  Liaison.  Recognizing  the  community  senti- 
ment toward  Metco,  Chairman  Mooney  asked  for  a  motion 
that  Middleton  not  join  Metco  during  this  year.  The  com- 
mittee members  unanimously  committed  themselves  not  to 
raise  the  issue. 

Recognizing  that  the  economic  climate  of  1975  contin- 
ues to  be  poor,  the  School  Committee  strove  to  keep  costs 
down.  The  constant  dilemma  of  a  school  committee  is  how 
to  provide  quality  education  while  keeping  a  tight  rein  on 
spending.  Despite  rampant  inflation  nationally,  The  Com- 
mittee finalized  a  budget  that  represented  an  increase  of 
onlv  2.9%.  Clearly,  many  hours  and  many  hard  choices 
went  into  the  budget  make-up. 

An  item  that  had  budgetary  implications,  but  was  voted 
solely  on  an  educational  basis,  was  the  reduction  to  three 
days  per  week  of  our  Art,  Music,  and  Physical  Education 
programs.  Decreasing  enrollment  enabled  the  committee  to 
offer  essentially  the  same  programs  in  these  areas  within 
three  days  rather  than  full  time.  The  Committee  also  re- 
duced the  number  of  Kindergarten  sections  from  four  to 
three. 

Wishing  the  schools  to  be  used  by  community  organiza- 
tions but  realizing  the  cost  of  oil  and  electricity,  the  Com- 
mittee, after  open  hearings,  established  a  fee  policy  for  use 
of  school  buildings.  The  Recreation  Commission  was  espe- 
cially helpful  in  providing  information  during  these  hearings. 
Finally,  the  Finance  Committee  supported  the  School  Com- 
mittee's putting  funds  in  their  budget  to  defray  some  of 
the  costs  of  community  use  of  schools. 

The  Recreation  Commission,  at  another  meeting,  reques- 
ted permission  to  locate  a  tennis  court  behind  the  Fuller 
Meadow  School.  The  School  Committee  approved  this  re- 
quest with  the  following  restrictions:  1.)  The  abuttors 
must  not  object,  2.)  there  must  be  no  cost  to  the  School 
Committee,  and  3.)  no  monies  will  be  placed  in  the  Com- 
mittee's budget  for  construction,  maintenance,  utilities,  or 
insurance  for  the  proposed  tennis  court. 

As  the  vote  on  K  -  12  Regionalization  neared,  the  School 
Committee  held  a  public  hearing  on  this  topic.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  meeting,  the  Committee  voted  3  -  2  to  sup- 
port the  concept. 

Once  regionalization  was  defeated  by  the  voters,  the 
Committee  joined  with  its  three  sister  committees  in  several 
meetings  to  see  how  each  could  cooperate  informally  to 
upgrade  K  -  12  education.  Further,  the  Middleton  Com- 
mittee met  with  Superintendent  Fay  and  Junior  High 
School  Principal  Bears  to  discuss  the  success  of  Middleton 
students  at  Masconomet.  Since  Masconomet  goes  to  ex- 
treme lengths  NOT  to  keep  students'  records  by  Town,  few 
specific  suggestions  resulted.  The  Committee  was  told, 
however,  that  its  physical  education  and  instrumental  music 
programs  might  be  updated. 

Reacting  to  this  comment  and  expressing  its  own  con- 
cern not  only  about  the  Music  and  Physical  Education  pro- 
grams but  also  the  Art  program  the  committee  hired  three 


professional  experts  to  evaluate  these  programs.  John 
O'Neil,  Director  of  Health  &  Physical  Education,  Worces- 
ter; Dr.  Paul  Gayzagian,  Chairman  Music  Department,  Uni- 
versity of  Lowell;  and  Elwood  Hayslip,  Professor  of  Art, 
Plymouth  State  College,  Plymouth,  N.H.  were  hired.  The 
report  of  each  visiting  expert  were  received  by  the  Commit- 
tee in  late  June. 

One  step  to  improve  the  physical  facilities  in  which  our 
athletic  program  occurs  was  taken  when  the  Committee 
awarded  a  bid  to  replace  the  water-warped  floor  of  the 
Howe-Manning  gym  with  a  polyurethane  surface. 

Much  of  the  Committee's  year  was  spent  in  reviewing 
and  revising  school  policies.  We  began  with  our  policy  on 
discipline;  by  June  we  had  virtually  revised  the  entire  policy 
book.  A  further  change  in  procedure  was  made  when  the 
Committee  established  specific  goals  for  Superintendent 
FitzGerald  to  attain  and  constructed  an  objective  instru- 
ment to  evaluate  his  performance. 

The  Committee  also  advised  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Selectmen  of  the  schools'  rubbish  disposal  problems;  posted 
both  schools  off-limits  from  sundown  to  sun-up,  with  very 
positive  results;  and  began  a  continuing  review  of  our  fam- 
ily living  program  with  staff,  Townspeople,  and  the  Town 
Librarian 

In  addition  to  their  regular  duties,  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee actively  represented  the  town  in  School  Committee 
organizations.  Anne  Angers  was  elected  vice-chairperson  of 
Area  I  School  Committee.  Sandra  O'Neil  was  elected  Rep- 
resentative to  the  Masconomet  Collaborative,  and,  Anne 
Angers  and  Henry  Mooney  represented  Middleton  as  dele- 
gate and  alternate  at  the  M.A.S.C.  convention. 

Perhaps  the  high  point  of  the  year  was  our  collective  bar- 
gaining with  the  M.E.A.  held  in  open  sessions,  the  contract 
negotiations  were  honest,  frank,  and  professionally  conduc- 
ted. A  three  year  contract,  the  longest  allowed  by  statute, 
was  ratified  by  both  parties.  As  a  result,  the  School  Com- 
mittee could  expend  all  its  efforts  on  educational  matters. 

In  Education,  change  frequently  occurs.  During  the 
school  year  the  following  changes  took  place. 

Retirements:  Faylene  Webber  and  Henrietta  Giannino. 

The  Committee  appreciates  the  labors  of  these  teachers 
on  behalf  of  the  youth  of  Middleton  and  wishes  them  a 
happy  retirement.  Resignations  and  Leaves  of  Absence: 
Carol  Dunphy  and  Sandra  Meier. 

The  Committee  wishes  both  teachers  the  utmost  of  suc- 
cess in  their  new  location  and  appreciates  their  efforts  in 
the  past  few  years  during  their  assignments  with  the  Middle- 
ton  Public  Schools.  Appointments:  Sharon  Kamen,  Admin- 
istrator of  Special  Needs  for  the  Masconomet  Special  Edu- 
cation Collaborative  (887-2941);  Beverly  Napieracz  (774- 
3526);  Paul  Kellogg  and  Richard  Gannon  (774-3519)  as 
Administrative  Assistants;  and  Christine  Kuntz  as  Library 
Coordinator  for  both  Howe-Manning  and  Fuller  Meadow 
Schools. 

Change  also  occurred  on  the  Committee.  After  the 
Spring  election,  Edward  Raynard  replaced  Thomas  Mullen. 
The  Committee  welcomes  Mr.  Raynard  to  its  midst  and 
thanks  Mr.  Mullen  for  his  six  years  of  tireless  effort. 


At  the  reorganization  meeting,  Anne  Angers  was  elected 
Chairperson  and  Diane  Massios,  Secretary.  Chairperson  An- 
gers appointed  Mr.  Raynard  Legislative  liaison  and  herself 
Press  liaison. 


The  Middleton  Committee  offers  sincere  appreciation  to 
Superintendent  FitzGerald,  the  Administrative  Assistants, 
the  Faculty,  Staff,  and  Townspeople  for  their  encourage- 
ment and  support  this  past  year.

On  July  1,  1975,  the  new  2  3KV  service  to  Ferncroft 
Towers  was  energized. 

We  have  extended  our  lines  from  Lake  Street  to  the  new 
Danvers  Filtration  Plant  which  we  expect  to  energize  in 
July  1976.  This  will  add  a  substantial  load  to  our  Central 
Street  Sub-station.  This  is  just  one  more  reason  for  the 
need  of  an  additional  Sub-station. 

Our  wholesale  supplier,  New  England  Power  Co.,  filed 
a  new  wholesale  rate  R-10,  with  the  Federal  Power  Com- 


mission with  a  requested  effective  date  of  March  1,  1976. 
The  FPC  permitted  this  to  be  filed,  subject  to  further  hear- 
ings. This  increase  caused  Middleton  to  increase  its  rates 
by  10%  as  of  April  1st. 

This  Department  will  continue  to  cooperate  with  the 
Municipal  Electric  Association  and  the  Northeast  Public 
Power  Association  through  their  Washington  Attorneys,  in 
hearings  before  the  Federal  Power  Commissions  to  hold  to 
a  minimum  our  costs  of  wholesale  power. 

The  Massachusetts  Municipals  expect  a  settlement  on  the 
R-9  rate  early  in  July  of  1976.  This  settlement  should  re- 
sult in  a  substantial  refund  on  Middleton's  power  bills. 

Early  in  May,  the  Commissioners  voted  to  use  the  ser- 
vices of  R.  G.  Vanderweil  Engineers  to  perform  a  rate 
study.  This  study  will  consider  both  rate  of  return  and  also 
the  equity  between  the  different  classes  of  users 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  author- 
izing membership  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Wholesale 
Electric  Company  (MMWEC)  under  Chapter  775  of  the  Acts 
of  1975. 

Through  this  public  power  group,  we  will  be  in  a  better 
position  to  purchase  wholesale  power  at  the  best  rate  in 
the  future. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Officials  and  Town  Depart- 
ments for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

I  hereby  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  the  period  July  1,  1975  to  June  30,  1976.  As  my 
report  will  bear  out,  the  Fire  Department  has  had  a  very 
active  12  months. 

The  Fire  Department  personnel  consists  of  a  permanent 
Chief,  Lieutenant,  and  three  firefighters. 

The  Call  personnel  consists  of  a  Deputy  Chief,  Captain, 
three  Lieutenants,  twenty-three  firefighters,  for  a  total  of 
28  Call  firefighters.  We  have  two  vacancies  in  the  Call  force 
at  this  time.  The  combination  of  Permanent  and  Call  men 
gives  us  a  department  of  3  3  men.

Outside  burning  is  permitted  each  year  usually  between 
March  15  to  April  15.  During  this  period  persons  wishing 
to  burn  may  simply  call  the  Fire  Department  by  telephone 
and  obtain  a  permit  in  this  manner.  No  burning  is  permitted 
without  a  permit. 

Fire  prevention  duties  of  this  department  are  again  in- 
creasing because  of  the  new  fire  prevention  laws,  new  state 
building  code  and  the  local  fire  code  that  are  now  in  effect. 
As  an  example  I  cite  the  new  building  code  that  requires 
a  fire  detection  system  in  new  dwellings. 

The  Fire  Alarm  system  is  in  good  repair  and  condition. 
The  outside  street  system  has  had  much  attention  during 
the  year  and  is  in  good  shape. 

The  new  central  office  equipment  voted  in  1975,  arrived 
in  April  and  was  installed  by  members  of  this  department 
saving  the  Town  approximately  $2,000.00  in  installation 
costs.  The  Board  was  put  in-service  June  22,  1976,  and  has 
corrected  a  very  serious  problem  in  our  Fire  Alarm  System. 

The  radio  system  is  in  fair  condition,  we  must  replace 
four  mobile  units,  the  Town  voted  money  to  replace  one. 
The  Base  Station  for  the  Mutual  Aid  Network  should  be 
replaced  as  maintenance  costs  are  going  up  each  year  on 
this  unit.  The  home  units  for  the  firefighters  are  also  get- 
ting very  old.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Capital  Outlay  Com- 
mittee can  help  in  these  areas. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  is  in  good  condition 
and  repair  considering  the  age  of  the  apparatus.  Engine  1 
and  3  are  beginning  to  show  their  age  and  the  results  of  the 
heavy  use  of  these  vehicles.  This  year  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  1976,  I  requested  replacement  of  Engine  1 ,  this 
request  was  rejected  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  re- 
placement of  Engine  1  is  of  top  priority. 

Education  and  training  again  have  been  of  top  concern 
to  all  members  of  the  department.  With  many  officers  and 
members  attending  the  many  courses  and  training  programs 
offered  to  the  fire  fighting  profession.  This  is  in  addition 
to  attending  our  own  training  program  which  is  conducted 
in  the  spring  and  fall  of  each  year.  I  am  happy  to  point 
out  one  member  of  the  department  who  has  attained  his 
associate  degree  in  Fire  Science,  Firefighter  Henry  Michalski 
attained  his  degree  as  of  January  1,  1976. 

I  repeat,  the  space  requirements  for  the  department  are 
critical  and  need  attention  at  once.  The  need  is  great  and 
continued  delay  makes  for  a  poor  operation.  The  need  is 
for  the  following:  space  for  apparatus,  office,  fire  preven- 
tion, records,  hose,  fire  alarm  maintenance  stock,  apparatus 
repair,  and  training  facilities.  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPART- 
MENT should  be  RELOCATED  to  new  quarters,  with  the 
Fire  Department  given  the  entire  building.  This  would 
solve  our  growth  problems  for  years  to  come. 

Manpower  in  the  Fire  Department  is  still  critical,  with 
the  need  for  at  least  two  more  permanent  firefighters  to 
be  added  one  at  a  time.  The  Call  Force  should  be  enlarged 
by  at  least  ten  firefighters,  but  to  find  men  who  are  avail- 
able during  the  daytime  hours  is  practically  impossible. 
We  have  tried  to  find  these  men  and  will  continue  to  try 
to  find  men  who  are  willing  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 


The  confusion  of  street  numbering,  streets  with  like 
names  and  ways  without  names,  seems  to  be  nearer  a  rem- 
edy only  awaiting  favorable  action  by  a  Town  Meeting, 
as  the  committee  has  completed  its  work.  This  project 
when  accepted  by  the  Town  will  eliminate  a  very  danger- 
ous condition. 

The  traffic  problem  in  Middleton  Square  is  only  going 
from  bad  to  worse,  with  the  increased  business  activity, 
the  lack  of  adequate  proper  parking,  and  other  related 
conditions,  the  possibility  of  an  accident  occuring  when 
apparatus  are  responding  to  emergencies,  is  very  serious. 
I  feel  that  this  condition  is  a  priority  and  should  be  cor- 
rected as  soon  as  possible. 

Our  communications  section  of  the  Fire  Department  is 
very  busy,  with  the  handling  of  our  own  fire  systems,  the 
Police  system  nights  and  weekends,  and  the  Electric  Light 
Department  system  when  requested.  By  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment handling  this  duty  it  is  saving  the  Town  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars  each  year,  for  if  it  was  not  handled  through 
this  department,  the  Town  would  have  to  provide  an  Emer- 
gency Communications  Center  which  would  be  very  costly.

There  were  21  residents  who  lost  their  driver's  license 
as  a  result  of  improper  motor  vehicle  operation,  for  the 
18-month  period. 

Police  attended  all  fire  alarms  when  possible  and  assisted 
the  Fire  Department  in  investigating  all  false  alarms  of  fire. 

There  were  62  stolen  motor  vehicles  recovered,  which  re- 
sulted in  71  arrests  of  occupants. 

During  the  past  year,  Sergeant  Robert  T.  Peachey,  Safety 
Officer  of  the  department,  visited  the  Howe-Manning  and 


Fuller  Meadow  Schools.  Officer  William  Barrett,  Narcotics 
Officer  of  the  department,  visited  the  Howe-Manning  School 
and  discussed  the  subject  of  narcotics,  their  use  and  abuse 
with  the  appropriate  age  groups.  Both  of  the  above  offi- 
cers held  question  and  answer  sessions  with  the  pupils. 
Officer  Henry  A.  Bouchard,  Juvenile  Officer  of  the  depart- 
ment, worked  with  some  youths  of  the  Town  who  have 
been  borderline  court  cases.  He  also  worked  closely  with 
the  Middleton  Community  Center  and  the  Tri-Town  Coun- 
cil helping  to  promote  their  activities. 

Four  permanent  members  of  the  department  have  re- 
ceived their  Associate  in  Science  Degree  and  one  member 
had  received  his  Bachelor  Degree.  Presently,  three  perma- 
nent and  two  reserve  members  of  the  department  are  fur- 
thering their  education  at  colleges  of  their  choice.  Enroll- 
ment is  on  a  voluntary  basis  and  classes  are  attended  during 
off-duty  hours.  They  are  to  be  commended  for  furthering 
their  education  so  they  may  better  serve  the  community. 

On  June  7,  1976  Officer  Michael  J.  Apostolos  resigned 
from  the  department.  His  resignation  was  due  to  injuries 
he  received  at  the  Peabody  Electric  Light  Department, 
which  was  his  regular  place  of  employment. 

Ms.  Janice  A.  Kinsvater  resigned  her  position  as  Secret- 
ary-Clerk of  the  Police  Department  effective  May  1,  1976. 
Ms.  Kinsvater  was  the  first  civilian  employed  by  the  depart- 
ment and  she  proved  to  be  a  great  asset.  She  has  accepted 
employment  in  the  State  of  California  and  we  wish  her  the 
best  of  luck  in  her  new  adventure. 

On  May  1,  1976  Ms  Lorraine  R.  Hannibal  was  hired  to 
fill  the  Secretary-Clerk  vacancy.  Miss  Hannibal  has  resided 
in  Middleton  most  of  her  life.  She  is  a  1976  graduate  of 
North  Shore  Community  College  where  she  earned  an  Asso- 
ciate in  Secretarial  Science  Degree.  I  am  sure  that  she 
will  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  department. 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  improve  the  department,  280 
hours  of  training  was  provided  at  the  State  Police  Academy 
in  Framingham,  Mass.  and  at  Civil  Defense  Headquarters 
in  Topsfield,  Mass.  The  courses  provided  training  in  the 
operation  of  a  breath-a-lyzer  machine,  all  phases  of  investi- 
gations and  arson.  I  intend  to  continue  this  type  of  pro- 
gram, in  the  future,  if  it  is  at  all  possible. 

Again,  I  would  like  to  remind  all  residents  that  electric 
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engravers  are  available  from  the  Police  Department  free  of 
charge.  These  engravers  may  be  used  to  mark  valuable  items 
and  possibly  prevent  their  theft.  They  are  capable  of  being 
used  on  glass,  metal,  plastic,  wood,  etc.  1  would  like  to 
see  more  residents  participate  in  this  program  which  had 
been  SUCCesful  in  other  communities. 

The  success  of  the  Police  Department  depends  on  more 
than  the  financial  support  you  have  given  at  the  Town 
Meeting.  We  depend  upon  your  eyes  and  ears,  to  report 
any  suspicious  activity  in  your  neighborhood.  When  you 
leave  your  home  for  an  extended  period  of  time,  please 
take  a  few  minutes  to  do  the  following: 

1.  Notify  the  Police  Department  and  a  neighbor  of  your 
departure  and  return  dates. 

2.  Cancel  all  daily  deliveries. 

3.  Arrange  to  have  your  lawn  cut. 

4.  Be  sure  ALL  windows  and  doors  are  secured. 

5.  Leave  shades  and  blinds  in  normal  positions. 

6.  If  possible,  leave  a  lamp  or  two  connected  to  an  auto- 
matic timer  to  create  a  "lived-in"  look. 

7.  If  possible,  remove  valuables  or  family  heirlooms  for 
safe  keeping. 

8.  If  possible,  leave  a  telephone  number  where  you  may 
be  contacted  if  an  emergency  occurs. 

The  lack  of  space  and  a  lock-up  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment becomes  more  evident  each  day.  Storage  facilities 
are  practically  nonexistent  for  stolen  property  and  contra- 
band. The  Town  of  Danvers  is  no  longer  able  to  accomo- 
date us  every  time  an  arrest  is  made,  due  to  their  limited 
facilities.  When  this  situation  arises,  we  have  to  seek  facil- 
ities in  Peabody,  North  Reading,  Lynnfield,  and  on  occa- 
sion, Salem  and  the  State  Police  Barracks  in  Topsfield. 
These  departments  have  limited  facilities  also. 

In  the  past,  committees  have  studied  the  needs  of  the 
Police  Department  and  made  recommendations.  The  re- 
commendations have  not  been  followed,  due  to  matters 
with  a  higher  priority,  although  the  need  has  been  recog- 
nized. It  is  apparent  that,  in  the  near  future,  the  Town 
will  have  to  find  and  provide  a  solution  to  this  very  serious 
problem.  There  is  the  possibility  that  new  Federal  pro- 
grams will  provide  funds  for  this  type  of  project.  I  intend 
to  pursue  this  type  of  funding  and  will  work  with  the 
necessary  committees  and  boards,  of  the  Town,  to  obtain 
a  Federal  grant  for  the  construction  of  new  facilities  for 
the  Police  Department. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  surrounding  cities,  towns,  and  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police,  for  their  assistance  in  what  has  been  the  most  active 
year  in  the  history  of  the  department.  A  sincere  thanks 
is  extended  to  the  men  of  the  department  for  their  effort 
and  response.  I  also  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the 
various  department  heads  and  Town  Officials. 

To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  1  extend  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation and  gratitude  for  any  assistance  given  to  this  de- 
partment.

The  Dog  Officer  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  140.  Section  151  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Law.  Each  dog  officer  'shall  attend 
to  all  complaints  or  other  matters  pertaining  to  dogs' and  he 
shall  'seek  out,  catch  and  confine  all  dogs  within  the  Town 
which  have  not  been  licensed,  collared  or  harnessed,  and 
tagged  as  required'  and  'prosecute  a  complaint  against  the 
owners  and  to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed,  delivered  to  a 
licensed  institution,  or  sell  each  dog'  not  reclaimed  and 
properly  detained  and  confined.

INSPECTOR  OF  WIRES 


I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Wire  Inspector  for  the  past 
twelve  months. 

There  were  125  permits  issued  amounting  to  $993.00. 
There  were  17  new  services,  21  change-overs  for  larger  ser- 
vices due  to  increase  in  load,  7  temporary  services  with 
the  remaining  permits  being  issued  to  Ferncroft  apartments, 
oil  burners,  air  conditioners,  swimming  pools  and  additional 
wiring. 

All  wiring  has  been  inspected  up-to-date  except  for  7 
permits  which  are  under  construction.  A  total  of  over 
1  300  miles  covering  jobs  and  Ferncroft  Village  as  well  as 
housecalls  to  give  information  about  electrical  wiring. 

I  would  like  to  impress  upon  the  Townspeople  that  it 


is  very  important  when  having  electrical  wiring  done  to  have 
it  done  by  a  licensed  electrician.  I  have  found  many  homes 
with  electrical  systems  overloaded.  It  is  for  their  safety 
that  electrical  wiring  be  inspected.  It  is  a  State  Law  that  all 
pools  be  grounded  and  equipped  with  a  GFI  on  the  pump. 
There  are  many  pools  that  are  not  in  compliance  with  the 
Code  as  many  have  never  had  a  permit  taken  out  enabling 
the  wiring  to  be  inspected. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Electric 
Light  Department,  the  Building  Inspector  and  the  people 
of  Middleton  for  their  cooperation.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

December  10,  1975 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  J.  Russell 
Wallen  at  8:10  p.m. 

207  voters  were  checked  as  present  by  the  Registrars  of 
Voters. 

A  quorum  requires  166  voters  to  be  present. 

A  quorum  was  present  at  this  meeting. 

The  return  of  service  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Warrant  posted  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of  the 
Town  the  following  action  was  taken  on  the  several  articles 
thereof: 

ARTICLE  1.    To  hear  and  act  on  Committee  Reports. 
No  Committees  reported. 

ARTICLE  2.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,400. 
to  pay  for  additional  Memorial  Hall  Expenses  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1975,  and  to  see  if  such  funds  will  be 
provided  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  from  Federal 
Revenue  Sharing,  or  any  combination  thereof. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of 
this  Article  with  the  sum  of  $1,400.00  to  be  transfered 
from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  for  this  purpose. 

So  voted  by  unanimous  vote. 

ARTICLE  3.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,024.00 
to  pay  the  bill  submitted  by  Harold  E.  Tyler,  former  Tax 
Collector,  covering  Demand  Fees  as  provided  under  Chapter 
60,  Section  15,  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  relating 
to  Taxation  for  work  during  1971,  1972,  1973  and  1974, 
and  to  see  if  such  funds  will  be  provided  by  transfer  from 
available  funds,  from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing,  or  any  com- 
bination thereof. 

The  Finance.  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of 
this  article  as  read  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,024.00  be  trans- 
ferred from  Surplus  Revenue  for  this  purpose. 

So  voted  by  unanimous  vote. 

ARTICLE  4.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $181.07  to  pay 
the  custodian  for  working  during  four  Town  Meeting  ses- 
sions in  May  and  one  in  June  of  1975,  and  to  see  if  such 
funds  will  be  provided  by  transfer  from  available  funds, 
from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing,  or  any  combination  thereof. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of 
this  article  as  read  and  that  $181.07  be  transfered  from 
Surplus  Revenue  for  this  purpose. 

So  voted  by  unanimous  vote. 

ARTICLE  5.  On  petition  of  the  Tri-Town  Council  on 
Youth  and  101  registered  voters  in  the  Town  of  Middleton, 


to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$514.00  to  cover  the  recent  State  Budget  cut  of  14%  from 
the  original  appropriation  of  $11,000.00,  divided  evenly 
among  the  three  towns  served,  since  the  cut  directly  affects 
salaries,  telephone,  and  utilities;  and  to  see  if  such  funds 
will  be  provided  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  from  Fed- 
eral Revenue  Sharing,  or  any  combination  thereof. 

The  Finance  Committee  did  not  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  this  article.  After  discussion,  a  voice  vote  was  taken 
and  Article  5  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  6.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,258.00  to  the 
Highway  Department  Budget  for  expenditure  to  equal  the 
amount  provided  by  the  State  Aid  to  Highways,  Section  4, 
Chapter  825,  of  the  Acts  of  1974,  for  Maintenance  of  High- 
ways, and  to  see  if  such  funds  will  be  provided  by  transfer 
from  available  funds,  from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing,  or  any 
combination  thereof. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of 
this  Article  and  that  $6,258.00  be  transfered  from  Surplus 
Revenue  for  this  purpose. 

So  voted  by  unanimous  vote. 

ARTICLE  7.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the  "Agreement  with  Respect  to 
the  Establishment  of  a  Vocational  Regional  School  District" 
as  accepted  by  the  several  cities  and  towns  pursuant  to 
Chapter  545  of  the  Acts  of  1972  (the  "District  Agreement") 
as  amended,  shall  be  further  amended,  by  providing  for 
Withdrawal  of  the  City  of  Gloucester. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  against  adoption 
of  this  article. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  adopt  Article  7  as  read. 

The  Town  voted  unanimously  not  to  allow  Gloucester  to 
withdraw.  Article  7  was  defeated  by  unanimous  vote. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
proposal  of  the  Regional  District  School  passed  on  Septem- 
ber 17,  1975,  to  amend  the  agreement  establishing  the  Mas- 
conomet  Regional  School  District  (a)  by  providing  that  the 
district  will  assume  jurisdiction  over  all  grades  from  kinder- 
garten to  grade  twelve  as  of  July  1,  1977,  and  that  all  exist- 
ing town  elementary  schools  within  the  district  will  be 
leased  to  the  district  for  nominal  consideration  by  the  mem- 
ber towns  to  become  district  elementary  schools;  (b)  by 
providing  that  capital  costs  and  operating  costs  for  each 
elementary  school  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  member 
towns  on  the  basis  of  their  enrollments  in  that  school;  (c)  by 
providing  that  capital  costs  and  operating  costs  for  schools 
other  than  elementary  schools  shall  be  apportioned  on  the 
basis  of  total  enrollments  in  such  schools;  (d)  by  providing 
for  apportionment  of  special  operating  costs;  (e)  by  pro- 
viding that  the  incurring  of  indebtedness  authorized  by  the 
Committee  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  voters 
voting  at  a  district-wide  election  under  G.L.  c.71  s.16  (n)  as 
amended;  (f)  by  providing  for  the  location  of  district  ele- 
mentary schools  with  the  restriction  that  no  kindergarten  or 
elementary  school  student  will  be  transported  across  town 
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boundary  lines  without  parental  permission  of  a  three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  entire  Committee;  (g)  by  providing  that 
member  towns  may  withdraw  from  the  district  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  at  a  town  meeting  or  referendum,  such  as  with- 
drawal to  be  effective  only  after  approval  by  a  majority  vote 
of  each  town  of  a  withdrawal  settlement  worked  out  by  a 
special  committee;  and  (h)  by  making  technical  changes  in- 
cidental to  the  foregoing  amendments.  Copies  of  the  revised 
agreement  with  all  of  the  proposed  amendments  are  avail- 
able at  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Finance  Committee  did  not  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  this  Article. 

After  discussion  Article  8  was  defeated  by  a  voice  vote. 
The  Meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:30  p.m.

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TAX  COLLECTOR'S  REPORT 


The  collection  of  taxes  during  the  past  year  has  been 
very  difficult  and  slow.  The  main  reasons  for  this  has 
been  the  increasing  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  and  the  high 
rate  of  unemployment.  Unfortunately,  with  these  factors, 
taxes  are  always  the  last  to  be  paid  and  also  the  hardest 
to  get.  There  are  always  two  things  in  life  that  you  can  be 
sure  of,  that  of  dying  and  paying  taxes,  both  of  which  no- 
body wants  to  do.  Therefor,  in  the  collection  of  taxes  it, 
of  course,  makes  our  job  very  difficult. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
additional  cost  to  the  office  in  attempts  to  make  the  tax- 
payer more  informed  about  the  taxes  they  pay  and  not  to 
ignore  the  bills  which  are  sent  to  them.  We  are  there  to 
serve  the  taxpayer  in  any  way  that  we  can,  but  if  they 
do  not  inquire  about  their  bills,  it  can  only  do  one  thing, 
cost  YOU  more  money.  Hopefully  in  the  next  year  these 
attempts  will  begin  to  pay  off.  We  also  have  used  a  new 
system  with  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  attempts  to 
collect  the  vast  amounts  of  delinquent  Excise  Taxes.  This 
year  because  of  the  success  of  that  system,  we  will  be  using 
it  a  great  deal  more  in  the  hopes  of  reducing  the  outstand- 
ing dollars  due  to  the  Town  of  Middleton. 

With  more  vehicles  going  on  the  road,  the  double  billing 
on  Real  Estate  and  the  opening  of  Ferncroft  in  the  near 
future,  the  work  load  of  the  office  has  increased  greatly. 
With  the  present  staff  within  our  office  this  will  mean 
slower  billing  and  less  efficiency.  We  presently  have  the 
same  staffing  as  we  did  ten  or  more  years  ago  and  have 
approximately  47%  more  work  to  perform  in  the  same 
number  of  hours.  This  office,  like  all  the  other  Town  Of- 
fices, have  been  forced  to  work  with  reduced  budgets  and 
help.  This  is  to  no  fault  of  the  Town  of  Middleton,  but 
the  ever  increasing  cost  of  operation.  I  would  like  to  thank 
all  those  taxpayers  who  have  faithfully  paid  their  taxes  in 
1975,  for  it  is  these  people  who  are  carrying  the  town  and 
those  who  do  not  pay  their  taxes.  Remember,  this  is  your 
town  and  it  requires  your  tax  dollar  to  make  it  work.  Let's 


hope  that  1976  is  better  economically  and  everyone  will 
be  able  to  pay  their  taxes  because  you  and  the  Town  of 
Middleton  will  be  the  benefactor.

b)  To  continue  to  improve  the  quality  of  education, 

c)  To  develop  Town  Museum  -  by  the  people.
